TRUSTEES’ REPORT 
Webster Memorial Library 


Our library has continued to grow, both in circulation, number of bor- 
rowers, number of new volumes, number of new services available and new 
uses. Besides books we have a goodly supply of records available, and last but 
not least we have service in large print books for those senior citizens whose 
eyes are not as good as “they used to be”’ but also “‘talking”’ record service 
for the completely blind. 


We have also made the library available the past year for the Selectmen’s 
office, and now as a temporary “home”’ for part of the school. Of this record, 
we are proud! 


We are sorry to say, however, that the cost of maintaining the pace is go- 
ing up. What isn’t for that matter? We have already made many much needed 
repairs — particularly on the gym, including making the gym exit usable — and 
are now in the process of painting the interior of the gym and sanding and re- 

finishing the floor. 


After the disastrous fire at the school, we were shocked to find that our 
total insurance coverage was only $4,000.00 — $2,500.00 on the building and 
$1,500.00 on the contents. While we admit that we were remiss in this mat- 
ter, as were past Trustees, we have made an in-depth study of this situation. 
We have had the building appraised by insurance appraisers, and find the min- 
imum insurance value of the building alone is $40,000.00 


On the strength of this we have contacted various insurance companies 
and have selected what we judge best satisfies our requirements. 


The one we have suggested in our budget estimate is $35,000.00 for the 
building and $5,000.00 for contents. This includes complete coverage, in- 
cluding accident liability at a realistic level, with a total cost of $358.95. 


Of course we can get smaller coverage at corresponding lower cost, but 
we heartily recommend this increased protection.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


During this past year, the public has shown a great deal of cooperation in 
the prevention of fires. We wish to express our thanks for a job well done. 


Your Forest Fire Warden’s job would be easier if everyone understood 
the State laws that govern the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of 
these laws follows: 


Fire Permit 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland anytime 
the ground is not covered with snow. This includes household waste burning, 
even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash as well as brush burning. 
- (Such burning is restricted by regulation to be prior to 9:00 A.M. and after 
5:00 P.M.) 

An Air Pollution regulation forbids the burning of household waste in 
towns where such rubbish is collected by the town. 


Exceptions 
Commercial or industrial burning is allowed under normal conditions with 
permission of the District Fire Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property with permission 
of the Fire Warden. On anothers’ property with written permission of the 
landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such 
fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for cooking fires in the White Mountain 
National Forest can be obtained from the Laconia Office or at the Ranger 
Stations. Permits are not required in public camp or picnic ens where 
fireplaces have been built for this purpose.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The 1970 Town Meeting directed the Planning Board to proceed with 
the drawing up of sub-division regulations for the town. After considerable 
research and study, suggested regulations were formulated and presented to 
the voters at three open hearings held in August and September. A Special 
Town Meeting in August authorized the adoption of the regulations and the 
final revision, containing suggestions from the open hearings, became effec- 
tive on September 15, 1970. 


It appears that there is still some misunderstanding as to the reasons 
your Planning Board feels there is a need for sub-division regulations. Such 
regulations might be likened to fire insurance. One obtains protection by the 
payment of an insurance premium. In the case of sub-division regulations 
the premium is not money, but a minimum amount of paper-work. Like fire 
insurance, which is rather difficult to obtain once a fire has started, regulation 
of a large development in town would be impossible to obtain once the lots 
had been offered for sale. Both fire insurance and sub-division regulations 
must be already in effect when an emergency arises. 


The requirements for obtaining sub-division approval for anyone wishing 
to sell or give away one or two lots have been Kept to a minimum. The ap- 
proval of the State of New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission is necessary in nearly all cases of land transfer and the require- 
ments of the state far exceed the requirements of the town sub-division regu- 
lations as anyone who has transferred land recently can testify. 


Your Planning Board is carefully and closely watching developments at 
Lake Tarleton in order to anticipate any similar projects in Wentworth. The 
ever-growing movement towards second homes for city dwellers makes it 
only a matter of time until Wentworth is selected as a building site by some 
ambitious developer. When that time comes our sub-division regulations will 
ensure that the town will have enough control to make any development a 
tax asset rather than an expensive liability.
